Commissioners agreed to 
waive the fee, but instructed 
Jeff Mendenhall, planning direc- 
tor, to notify railroad officials 
that they must follow the proper 
procedure in their plans to re- 
built the Marysvale branch of 
their line. 

Commissioners also instructed 
Deputy Attorney Lynn W. Davis 
to represent the Utah County 
Board of Adjustment in a law- 
suit filed against that body in 
the U.S. District Court. 

Bruce D. and Bonna J. Jimer- 
son filed the suit against the 
Board of Adjustment because 
the board refused to grant a 
special exception to permit re- 
construction of a non-conform- 
ing cabin in the Sundance area 


that burned four years ago. 

Davis told commissioners that 
the county ordinance permits 
the owner to rebuild a non- 
conforming cabin or residence 
provided that an application is 
made within one year. 

In a discussion on the Utah 
County Fair, commissioners 
said they preferred to have the 
fair incorporated as an entity 
separate from county govern- 
ment, and instructed the attor- 
ney to proceed in that direction. 

They also directed County En- 
gineer Clyde Naylor to file for 
power rights at Thistle with the 
federal government. Naylor said 
the county has already filed 
with the state, but noted that 
the federal rights were not 
granted on the basis of who files 
first.

Fire Marshal Jones said the 
Dean family planned to move into 
the home this weekend and said 
fumes from recently lacquered 
doors filled areas of the home. 

Jones said that Dean and the 
painter had just stepped out when 
an electric portable heater appar- 
ently ignited an explosive flash 
fire in the garage area of the 
home. 

Firefighters matiaged to contain 
most of the blaze to the garage 
area, but Jones said there was 
considerable smoke damage 
thoughout the north Provo home. 
Jones said the damage is esti- 
mated at $50,000. 

“The thing we need to empha- 
size is that electrical and liquid- 
fuel heaters can be very danger- 


‘ous if not used safely,” Jones 


said. “In just one day they have 
caused about $120,000 damage.”
